Farmers have been complaining to 


the attorney general that 
fertilizer 


and stock foods manufacturers hare 
been selling 
deficient goods and 


that they were 
being 
defrauded""" 


thereby out of thousands of dollars. 
Many letters criticised Denman for 
permitting the robbery. 


The attorney general asked A. P. 


Sandles, secretary of the state board 
of agriculture, for chemical analy- 
ses of these articles to ascertain, 
whether the laws were being violat- 
ed. 
Sandles, however, told him, it 


is said, that more good could be ac- 
complished by publishing the names 
of cheaters than, through. cqufcaL, 
prosecutions. 
/ 


The attorney general, whw i» with. 


ont a force of secret service men to 
obtain evidence against law vioiaj- 
ors, temporarily dropped the sub- 
ject. The law requires every stata 
department to 
give the attorney 


general evidence of civil or crimin- 
al liability of persons which 
they 


find, so he can sue, and all other 
departments except the agricultural 
board have done so. 


Sandles explained this by assert' 


ing that the publication in the agri- 
cultural bulletin of the names 
of 


the deficient brands cf agriculture 
and stock foods, with the names eC 
the manufacturers, would be mor.9 
beneficial to farmers than prosecu- 
tions. 


If convictions should be obtained 


in each case and the maximum pen- 
alties be imposed, the fines would
